This actlon folluwed two hours dabate
on the propriely of asking the president
for the Iaformation or of directing tirte sec-
retary >f war to furnish it

Mr. Bpooner urged that in matiers wherd
congrasa lwd an absolute right to informa-
toa In tho posséesslon of the executlive, It
wiways had beoa custsmary to dires: a
cabinat officer o furnish .  [n matiers
whers 't hed not this right and In which
there wan some doubt about the advisabil-
1ty of publicity, congress usuaily made A
roquest on tha president If it desired the
information, with the understandiug that
it mhould be furnighed “If not incompatible
with the public Interest.” This view waas
supported also by Mr. Formker, while Mr
Lodge quoted precedents L the contrary.

of tils ofty hlew up today and twelve men
were injured, all of whom will recover.
